The very neatest and best emigration 
phlet the Briietin has yet seen is 
| by the young men’s emigration advice 
a branch of the Y. M. C. A., of 
Liverpool, England. It has eight pages 24 
inches by four. The information is put in 
form of answers to questions: What 
kind of young men may emigrate ? It says— 
Strong, healthy young men, who may or 
ay not have been clerks at home, but who 
prefer an open air life, willing to commence 
aud stick to the hard work of farming for 
one or more years according to age and 
ability in order to get the necessary exper- 
to afterwards work their own land. 
lf they lene a previous knowledge of farm- 
ing and joining in this country so much the 
better. In answer to the question: Where 
the best place to go to, it says—I prefer 
Northwest of Canada, being open prairie, 
under our own flag, with dry heat in sum- 
merand dry cold in winter. To the ques- 
tion: Is it necessary to have some capital? 
the reply is particulary good: Itis not 
absolutely essential, as some young men are 
now working their free grants of land with 
the savings of their wages after getting 
their training; although it is useful to have 
a present or future capital of £100 to £300, 
but it is wise to say nothing about it until 
experience is gained,

Nor’-Wester, on the Pullman boycott: It 
isevident that the train services in the 
west aud north-west are very badly demor- 
alized. This great inconvenience to the 
public arises from a local difference at Pull- 
man. The Car Company of that name cut 
down the wages of its employees, and after 
several days of disputing the men went out 
inabody. Efforts were made to effect a 
settlement, but without success; the men in- 
sisted on the old rates, and the Company 
stubbornly refused to budge an inch. When 
it Was seen that an arrangement between 
the parties was hopeless, the American 
Railway Union, a recent organization which 
includes all classes of railway employees, in- 
timated to the Pullmans that unless they 
came to terms with their men the Union 
would boycott Pullman cars on all the roads 
in the country. Even this failed to move 
the Company, and as the Uniou feels itself 
master of the situation in the last resort it 
is now engaged in putting its threat into 
execution. All the roads centring in Chi- 
cago are more or less affected by the boy- 
cout. The railway companies regard Pullman 
cars as @ necessary part of their trains and 
will not move Without them; the men refuse 
to handle trains of which Pullmans form a 
part. That is the development of the orig- 
inal dispute which is now paralyzing the 
train service of the west. 


The Nor Wester commenting on the 
DvuLLeTin’s recent article regarding Old 
limers says: ‘* The Northwest was worth 
its price and therefore the Government of 
Canada took possession of it. To realize its 
value it was necessary to builda railway, 
for which the country has paid a good round 
figure. The government which did all this 
is the servant of the people ; ot the Edmos- 
on settlers and other settlers of the North- 
west, as much as of the more numerous class 
inthe East; and it did it with the sanction 
and at the instance of the people. It could 
not presume to act otherwise. As far as it 
has shown a disposition to serve the people 
it is entitled to commendation, just as any 
other is, but there is nothing due to its 
favor, by or in behalf of any one. As for 
the C. P. R., the Northwest owes it no- 
thing ; but the men whom the C. P. R., has 
nade millionaires owe the Northwest much. 
They have every reason to bless their stars 
that such a country existed, They _— 
well paid for all they did towards suppl 
ing the railway, 4 what they have « ah 
outside their original contract was for their 
own advantage and not for that of the 
Northwest. hey do nothing from patri- 
otic or philanthropic motives, but wholly 
from seltish ones. They did not build to 
Edmonton for Edmonton’s sake, but for 
their own. By doing it they conferred a 
benefit on that district, but ‘if the benefit 
was not expected to reflect back on them- 
selves they would not have done it. How 
frequently we have all heard the ignorant 
challenge, “‘ Where would you have been if 
it had not been for the Cc P. RY” As if 
the — were dogs and were ungrateful for 
the thrown to them. A much more 
runent query is, ‘* Where would the C. 
- R. be if it had not been for us?” It is 
the people and the country that made the 
C. P.R., not the C. P. R. the people and 
the country.
